The way in-which the 
tea is chiefly stolen is by robbing‘tho chests 
whilo’on board the eargo-boats; by cutting 
the paper on the bottom cdgo of the chests 
and straining. them; in this way thoy are 
able to extract several caltics out of a chest 
| without detection. Thecovered cargo-boats 
offer great facilities for this mode of opera- 
ting when working at night on board ship. 
Aa soun a8 one gangway finishes working 
the coolies will crowd another gangway, and 
creato all the copfusion thoy. can; ond 
during the row tho tallyman’s assistant is 
on hand with his bamboos and slips them in 
the rack on beard of the ship, passing the 
cumrésponiing number of chests into an- 
other bont to avoid detection in case of dis- 
pute. The coolies and boatmen combine 
and assist onch other. tu create confusion 
aud noise to attract the ships-officers’ atten- 
tion, wwhilo “one of their party takes 
advantage of the opportunity to pass the 
tally. sticks on board tho ship, In some 
instances the hong employd that goes with 
the tea on hoard ship isimplicated also, So 
Tong as he can produce the mate’s receipt 
his master is satisficd.: I heard of an in- 
stance last season wheres chop of tea waa 
shut out of a ship and remained in the 
carge boat over Sunday. The Canton man 
in charge of the tea, knowing his country~ 
men’s failings, weighed the ten and found 
it nearly ten piculs short, and the.boatmen 
gave him sixty thourand cash to say nothing 
about it to his master. It is but a fow days 
since I was informed thut one of the receivers 
af atolen goods (tex) had had a very narrow 
escape. Itcame to the knowledge of the 
tea-barrier officisls that ho had a large 
quantity of stolen tea in his possession. 
One of the underlings wont to intorview 
him, but he refused to be ‘drawn’ upon 
the question. However they watched him 
until he commenced to move the tea; then 
they seized it, and reported the matter to 
the wei-yuen, who ordered a strict investiga 
tion, In the meantime the reesiver com- 
promised mattors with tho runners by pay- 
ing them two hundred thousarid cash, aud 
tho investigation resulted in finding that he 
had a Iekin pass for the tes which waa sup- 
plied by themselves, Rumour says that the 
wei-ynen took a:share of the spoil, There 
isa remedy for this sort ofsthinz beyond 
doubt, but it seems to be no“éne's business. 
The toa buyer seldom ever sees the tea 
after he buys the chop. Ho leaves overy- 
thing to the compradore, and the compra- 
dore trusts to tho’ godown-man and his 
assistants, many.of whom are only emplay- 
ed for the season and havo no reponsibility 
whatever beyond delivering to the ship 
so many packages. Tho welght or contenta

thief is caught, the witness that appeara 
against him is sent in“to the native 
authorities and kopt locked up for a number 
of days and made to feo his keeper for sim-

Fans, Curios, Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, and similar presents are con- 
tinually being refused, the senders having 
often spent moro in Postage than would 
have paid tho freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such ls of the 
value of Stamps obliterated bofore the 
nature of the contents was discovored. 


Local and Indian Parcel Post. 


1. Small Parcels may be sent by Post 
at Book Rates between Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Offices in China, as woll 
as to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, tho Straits 
Settlemonts, Ceylon and India, Thoy must 
not excced the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot decp, woigh more 
than 6tbs., nor be smaller than 3 in. by 2 
in. Such parcels may bo wholly closed 
if they bear this spvcial endorsement, 
PARCEL, CONTAINING No LETTER, but an: 
parcel may be opened by diroction of the 
PoatmasterGenoral, In the Case of Parcels 


for India x declaration of contents and Vi 


value is required, @ printed form for which 
is supplied gratis. The Registration of 
Parecls for India and Oeylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted ; 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to .be crushed (as bandboxes, 
&c.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dycstufls, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to tho Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
ransit, 


3. Parcels are as a gonoral ruleforwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To Indts thoy are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P, & 0. only.- No respon- 
sibility is accepted with regard to any 
parcel, unless Registered, and then only to 
the amount of 310. 


4. Tho publio are cautioned not to ‘con-

1. No Letter or Packet, whcther to be 
registered or unregistered, can be raceived 
for Postage if it contains gold or silver 
money, jewels, precious articles, or any- 
thing that, as 4 goncral rule, is liable to 
Oustoms duties.
